DIVORCE 
T E HOYLAND, 
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NOTES of the WEEK 


We commented recently on a press report from Northern 
Ireland which suggested that the prosecution might in certain 
cases “ demand heavy penalties" if there were a continuation 
of a particular class of offence. In The Times of September 25 
Mr. Webb, Minister of Food, is reported as saying in a speech 
at Bradford “ prosecutions will be conducted where necessary 
and salutary penalties imposed.” 

The Minister was referring at the time to meat prices and 
was, we gather from the earlier part of the same report, dealing 
with suggestions that some butchers were overcharging house- 
wives for their meat. We call attention to the sentence we 
have quoted because it implies (and it is given in The Times 
as a quotation of the actual words used) that the prosecution 
are in some way in a position to control the penalties imposed 
by courts. It cannot be too strongly emphasized that this 
is not so. In certain instances there is a statutory minimum 
penalty which a court has to impose, but apart from this the 
court's discretion as to the amount of the penalty is absolute 
and the prosecution is not in a position to say that salutary 
penalties will be imposed. 

We think it is important that the public should realize that 
the courts are independent of the executive authority. We 
support the practice of referring to our summary courts as 
magistrates’ courts and not as police courts, not because the 
change of title affects the way in which they do their work but 
because defendants should not have any reason for imagining 
that the scales of justice are weighted against them. 

The court's decision first as to the finding and secondly as 
to the sentence, if any, should depend on what takes place, 
and is seen and heard by everybody present to take place, in 
open court. The prosecution may rightly call the attention 
of the court to what they consider to be aggravating features 
in a case, but the defence may be able to put forward cogent 
arguments which persuade the bench that in the particular 
circumstances a lenient view can properiy be taken 

We hope we have not laboured this point unduly, but we do 
consider that all who are concerned in bringing, or advising 
x directing the bringing, of prosecutions should fully appreciate 
that it is no part of their task to suggest to the court how the 
case, on conviction, should be dealt with. They should put all 
the relevant facts before the court and should leave it at that. 


Exhibiting an Excise Licence on a Motor Vehicle 


We have seen in the press a report of a case in which it is 
stated that the driver of a motor vehicle was “ found a, 
of driving a motor car without having a licence attached, 
report states that the defendant successfully pleaded that nae 
law did not require a licence to be exhibited on a motor vehicle 
while it was stationary.” So far as we can gather from the 
very brief report the defendant had taken the old licence off 
the car and had gone to the Post Office to renew it. In his 
absence a constable saw the car without the licence and reported 
the fact 

We do not know what form the summons took in this case. 
The appropriate statutory provisions and regulations appear 
to be as follows: The Vehicles (Excise) Act, 1949, 6. 9 () 
enacts that “ subject as may be prescribed, every licence issued 
under this Act shall be fixed to and exhibited on the vehicle in 
the prescribed manner.” There is, perhaps, unfortunately, no 
provision (corresponding to that in s. 19 (1) )making it a specie 
offence to drive a vehicle with the licence net so fixed and ex- 
hibited, but s. 25, which gives power to the Minister to make 
regulations for carrying the Act into effect, provides in subs, (4) 
that “ if any person acts in contravention of, or fails to oe 
with, any regulations made under this Act, he shall, for 
offence, be liable on summary conviction to a penalty not 
exceeding £20." 

We come next to s. 30 (2) which continues in forge regulations 
made under corresponding provisions of previous enactments, 
and this brings us to the Road Vehicles (Registration and 
Licensing) Regulations, 1949, reg. 4 (2): “In the 
all mechanically propelled vehicles (except tramcars) 
shall be attached to and carried on the vehicle at 
when the vehicle is in use on a public road, and, subject 
herein provided, in « holder in compliance with the specifica- 
tion set out in the Second Schedule to these Regulations.” 
The regulation goes on to provide for the particular methods 
of carrying the licence on different types of vehicles. 

It will be noted, therefore, that the basic requirements are 
that no person may act in contravention of or fail to comply 
with a regulation and that when a vehicle is in use on a public 
road the licence shall be attached to and carried on it. We 
think that if a vehicle is driven out on to a public road it can in 
the ordinary sense of the words be said to be “ in use on a public 
road,” until such time as it is driven off the road again, even if, 
during part of the time, it is stationary on the road.
